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DECISION ON RENEWED

Further, a review of the application file reveals that with the filing of the 
present renewed petition, which perfects the declaration filed 07 November 2006, all of the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 371 for entry-into the national stage in the United States have been 
satisfied.
